May, 1927, production totaled

A Safe and Sane Fourth | 


UTOMOBILE accident figures inevitably show upward | 
rt movement when some particularly attractive holiday | 
break comes along. Just ahead of us we have the celebration 
of Fourth of July, falling on Monday, with a great many} 
more or less tired business men planning to add the previous | 
Saturday to the holiday and make it a real vacation. 

Such a stretch of open days, three in a row, will tempt 
a great many people out onto the highways for motoring 
trips. The main highways will carry traffic much heavier 
even than their regular week-end quotas, which are heavy 
enough. All this multiplies the opportunities for accident, 
and the morning papers of Tuesday, July 5, will carry a 
grisly record unless we all unite in a determined campaign 
to reduce accidents to the lowest possible minimum. 

Any driver who goes into the highway jam that is cer- 
tain to result over the Fourth without being sure of the 
condition of the salient units of his car’s mechanism is simply 
courting disaster. Certainly every driver should know that 
the braking and steering systems of his car are in perfect ' 
working order. 

Automobile dealers can not only drum up a considerable 
volume of work for their shops but can also perform a utili- | 
tarian function to the community as a whole by stressing 
the need for a preliminary examination of the car’s vital 
units before the Fourth of July exodus upon the highways. 

In this case it is the dealer’s duty to “ask ’em to buy” a

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USE OF DEALER’S LICENSE 
PLATE DOES NOT NECESSAR- 
ILY MAKE DEALER LIABLE 
FOR NEGLIGENCE OF DRIVER. 


The presumption that a person 
operating an automobile bearing a 
dealer’s license was an employee of 


the dealer and acting within the 
scope of his employment so as to 
make the dealer liable for injuries 
to a third person in a collision due 
to the driver’s negligence is rebut- 
table. Buckholz vs. Kastner, Wis- 
consin Supreme Court, 213 N. W. 

The dealer’s violation of the 
statute by allowing such use of his 
license plates would not prevent him 
from showing, in a personal inquiry 
action, that the relation of employer 
and employee did not exist. A per- 
son driving his own automobile 
bearing the dealer’s license plates 


while attempting to negotiate a | 


trade for the dealer was held to be 
an “independent contractor,” em- 
ployed to perform work, but free 
from the employer’s control as to 
the manner of doing it, and not an 
employee, and the dealer was not 
liabie for his negligence. 


PRIORITY OF LIEN OF RECORD- 
ED CONDITIONAL SALE CON- 
TRACT. 


The West Virginia Supreme Court 
of Appeals holds, Commercial Credit 
Company vs. Oakley, 137 S. E. 13, 
that under the uniform condition 
sales act, adopted by that state, the 
common-law lien of a mechanic for 
repairs on an automobile in his pos- 
session is subordinate to the lien 
of the seller on a duly recorded 
conditional sale contract, reserving 
title as security for the unpaid pur- 
chase price, unless by the terms of 
the contract or the seller’s conduct 
the purchaser is given express or 
implied authority to keep the auto- 
mobile in repair. 


,EMPLOYER NOT LIABLE FOR 


INJURIES BY CAR USED WITH- 
OUT HIS PERMISSION. 


Where a driver of a milk truck 
was using it for his own personal 
purposes after his day’s work was 
done his employer was not liable for 
injury to a third person caused by 
his negligence, the employer know- 
ing nothing of the accident. Mes- 
senbring vs. Blackwood, Minnesota 
Supreme Court, 213 N. W. 541.

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Rendering Brake Service 


By a Veteran Parts Merchant 


Few parts of the automobile are 
as important as the brakes that 
often stand alone between the car, 
with its occupants, and a possible 
serious accident. It is fortunate 
that the majority of motorists 
recognize this fact, though, of 
course, it is not uppermost in their 
minds. However, when their atten- 
tion is called to the condition of 
their brake equipment, they are in- 
terested in four cases out of five, 
and, if they can be shown that their 
brakes need to be put in repair, they 
are usually prepared to consider 
placing an order for the work. 

This class of-repair jobs is lucra- 
tive and, if done well and at a fair 
price, enables the service and re- 
placement shop to build up a nice, 
regular business. With the aid of 
one or two modern brake-adjusting 





tools, the needed amount of tighten- 


ing is quickly and easily determined. 

To make the repairs in a way that 
spells profit for the replacement 
man, it is necessary to have the shop 
fitted with a few special but not 
very expensive tools. “In this age 
of flat-rate repair work, it is im- 
portant to have such equipment and 
have it so arranged that as little 
time as possible is wasted on any 
job. Quick removal of wheels when 
necessary and quick elimination of 
old and putting in of new rivets 
are essential. 

The replacement man who wants 
to specialize, at least to some extent, 
on brake repair work must also 
carry a reasonably varied stock of 
lining sizes to fit the prominent car 
makes that are likely to come along. 
There is no difficulty in obtaining 
excellent lining, both in cut lengths

However, there are few materials 
where the importance of quality first 
is as clear and indubitable as brake 
lining. Brakes must not fail, and

STATE

Rubber Prices 


New York, June 23.—The bears 
suffered a considerable setback in 
the local rubber markets yesterday 
with prices running sharply up- 
ward, advancing futures 50 to 90 
points on the exchange and a full 
cent on the outside market. London 
and Singapore also closed substan- 
tially stronger. 

Two developments of a distinctly 
bullish temperament revived the 
waning London market, while man- 
ufacturers, said to be buying for a 
pool, furnished an advantage for 
the ‘bulls on the local markets. 

The first London boost was a 
statement from the colonial secre- 
tary of the House of Commons, 
which made clear that there was no 
ground for the report emanating 
from New York that the pivotal 
price governing restriction would be 
reduced from 21d. to 15d. Another 
dispatch estimated the decline in 
London rubber stocks of some 2,000 
tons, due chiefly to withdrawals for 
American manufacturers.
